Youth Killed 
Watergate 
CaseToday 
Thomas Michael Hedges, 9, was 
killed lastantly 5:33 p.m. Monday 
when he jumped from farm machinery 
driven by his father into the path of a 
car on the South Bloomfield-Koyalton 
Hoad west of the Circleville-Groveport 
Road. 


Dead In 


1973 


David H. Hedges, Route I, Ashville, 
told Sheriff’s Deputy Bill Dountz that 
I/1 was operating a farm tractor which 
was pulling a feed grinder. Young 
Thomas was riding on the rear of the 
grinder and Kenneth Lester, Route 2, 
Ashville, was on the front of the 
machinery. 
Hedges slowed to turn right into a 
farm lane when a car driven by Ralph 
W(X)lever, 52, Route I, Ashville, pulled 
along side to pass. 
Thomas jumped from the grinder 
and ran into Hie path of the car, which 
skidded 72 feet to avoid impact. 
However, the youngster was hit by the 
left front part of Woolever’s station 
wagon, almost directly in the center of 
the road, and knocked 118 feet into the 
left ditch. 


Hedges jumped from the tractor, 
which was in the farm lane, and ap­ 
plied im m ediate m outh-to-mouth 
resuscitation, but the boy died in­ 
stantly of a broken neck, internal in­ 
juries, head injuries and two broken 
legs. 
Passengers in Woolever’s auto were 
Charlene Woolever, 44, and Ralph B. 
Woolever, 14. 
The youngster was a fourth grade 
student at Walnut Twp. School. He was 
active in the 4-H Club, a member of the 
Walnut Porkers, and the Little league 
baseball and basketball programs. 
He is survived by his father and step­ 
mother, David and Joyce Hedges, his 
mother, Mrs. Jean Vaughn ; a brother 
Wesley, a sister Cynthia, two half- 
sisters Heidi and Andrea, all of whom 
live with Mr. and Mrs. Hedges; two 
brothers, David and Daniel, two half- 
sisters, Wanda Ix*e and Sandra I).

Peace, Not War, 
Devastates Village 


THANH PHUOC, Vietnam (AP) 
Ti is little village of 2,5(H) survived the 
/ar just fine despite its precarious 
[Ration on the Saigon-Phnom Penh 
lighway. It was peace that brought 
levastation. 
“ My house, my clothes, our rice...," 
/ailed 43-year-old Ho Thi 
Ket, 
quatting by the smouldering remains 
f her family’s wood and tile home. 
Neighbors were to griefstricken to 
sten. One sadly shook his head at the 
Teckage of 
his 
own brick 
and 
lasonry home which collapsed to 
boulder height when hit by a shell 
•oui a tank gun. Alxiut half of the 
illage’s homes were wrecked. 
Villagers had celebrated the cease- 
re early with a party .Saturday night. 
he next morning many of them 
athered around a radio for the official 
tinouncement of the start of the conac­ 
re at 8 a.m. 
ITesident Nguyen Van Thieu came 
n the air and they leaned forward to 
sten. “We were very happy, very 
lippy," recalled one villager. 
That lasted 15 minutes. At 8:15, the 
iliagers said, a party of Vici Cong 
ntered Thanh Plume from the forest 
i back. Soon after, some South 
ietnamese soldiers arrived. 
Whoever started it 
the villagers 
iy it was the Viet Cong 
the battle 
sit’d all day. The government forces 
led tariks and heavy weapons. The 
her side fired back with machine 
ins and bazooka-type rockets. 


The houses of 1’hanh Phuoc lay right 
in the middle. 
The village about 35 miles from 
Saigon had been lucky during Die long 
war, escaping most of the damage 
along the highway to Cambodia. 
This time it was shattered. Even the 
coconuts were charred atop broken 
palm trees. Residents fled to safely 
during the fighting, but their cows and 
chickens didn’t. 
Rice stocks were also destroyed 
along with blankets, baby shoes and 
littles of iR’cr. Incense burned along 
with everything else, scenting the air. 
A little girl sat atop a cart of rubble, 
looking calmly at television crews 
filming her. A black--uniformed militia 
officer wrote on a harmer iii red paint: 
"We accuse the Viet Cong of violating 
the agreement on January 28, 1973." 
One old woman with teeth stained 
from lie tel nut cried to herself. Another 
muttered over and over: “My house is 
f inished, everything is gone, what do I 
do?" 
Other villagers sifted through the 
smoking ashes for unbroken roof tiles 
and sheets of tin so they could start all 
over again.

The Agriculture Department said 
the retail cost of a "m arket basket" 
list of food items, theoretically enough 
to feed a typical family of four for one 
year, was up 5.0 per cent in December 
from a year earlier 
At the annual rate, tlx* entire market 
market basket for one year would have 
cost a record $1,338 last 
month, 
compared with $1,274 in December 
1971. Bast month alone the basket cost 
$8 more or 0.6 per cent, than in 
November.

than in November and $59 above a year 
earlier. 
Meantime, the middleman’s share of 
the basket was $787 in December, 
down $15 from November. 
In December 1971, the middleman’s 
share was $782, or $5 lass than last 
month. That, coupled with the $59 
increase in farm value, accounted for 
the $64 increase in the one-year market 
basket. 
The USDA formerly published dollar 
breakdowns for the market basket but 
recently discontinued the practice. 
The December rates and comparisons 
were computed at the request of 
newsmen. 
Farm prices, although volatile, have 
trended up over the past year. Mid­ 
dleman’s spreads tend to widen when 
farm prices decline and then narrow 
as prices go up. 


Regardless, the USDA reported that 
the December farm value of what 
families pay for a market basket of 
food was up about 12 per cent from a 
year earlier. The middleman’s share, 
which includes wholesale and retail 
spreads, was 0.7 per cent higher. 
The report, prepared by USDA’s 
Economic Research Service, showed 
supermarket prices rose for most 
items, including meat, milk, lettuce 
and eggs. 
Beef, for example, cost more than 
$1.14 per pound, up 2.3 cents from 
November and the most since last 
August when it was nearly $1.16 per 
pound. That is an all-cut price, in­ 
cluding hamburger as well as steak. 
Pork prices also were up last month 
to a record retail average of 88.5 cents 
per pound, breaking the old mark of 
87.5 set last October.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 'I’he number 
of American airmen and planes based

securing an effective Indochina-wide 
cease-fire, according to the Thai 
ambassador to the United States. 
An understanding between the 
United States and Thailand, where 
some 40,000 Americans are based, was 
spelled out by Ambassador Anand 
Panyarachun in an interview. 
He said the Thai government has 
agreed to continue permitting the 
United States to use bases in Thailand 
for the time being. But the number will 
Ik* reduced in proportion to the degree 
of fighting, the envoy said. 
"If there is real peace in I-aos and 
Cambodia as well as Vietnam and the 
possibility of it continuing, there is no 
use to invoke the use of the bases in 
Thailand,” he said. 
American officials confirmed the 
understanding. 
The fighting in Laos is the greatest 
concern of Thailand since Communist 
guerrillas from I-aos have infiltrated 
into the northeast section of Thailand. 
Anand said he is confident that the 
guerrilla problem can be contained in 
Thailand if outside powers — China 
and North Vietnam—stop supporting 
the guerrillas.

(AP) 
lh* was the last American to die before 
a semblance of peace began in Viet 
nam, but those close to him say they 
bold no bitterness for the cruel quirk of 
fate.

for whom he tared deeply. 
Ll. Col. William Nolde, 43, of Mount 
Pleasant, died 
i ii a Communist ar­ 
tillery barrage ll hours before the 
cease-fire began Saturday. The senior 
Am erican adviser in Binh Long 
Province, Nolde was talking with his 
Vietnamese counterpart on how to get 
the country moving again. 
“ My husband was simply doing what 
he wanted to do,” Joyce Nolde said 
Sunday. “He was a very, very sen­ 
sitive man who eared a great deal 
about people.” 
Mrs. Nolde described her husband as 
a career soldier who had .studied 


Vietnamese history and culture. 
“lh* really believed rn the people and 
felt it was time the fx*ople stopped 
fighting among themselves,” she said 
While saying her outward calm 
belied her true emotions, Mrs. Nolde 
said, “ I in not hitter at all. My husband 
believed rn the whole thing (the war).” 
Mrs. Kenneth Olsen, a sister who

We Have A President 


It now appears that by his tactics 
during the last two months Richard 
Nixon has not only brought 
the 
American aspect of the war to a 
close, gut. actually, sort of won it. that 
is, negotiated the agreements largely 
on his terms rather than Hanoi’s. 
There has been a good deal of talk 
lately, not least from conservative 
columnists who ought to know better, 
about the ' remoteness” of the 
President, his failure to see the press 
more 
or 
to 
contact 
leading 
Congressmen, his failure to explain 
himself to the public, and so forth. 
But President Nixon’s isolation at 
Camp David and his inaccessibility to 
the press are obviously part of his 
tactical calculation. Nixon’s silence 
has served to create doubt: 
his 
negotiating adversaries have had no 
clue as to his ultimate intentions. 
Nixon’s next card has been a blank to 
them, and they were free to inscribe 
upon it their worst fears. More bom­ 
bing? Heavier bombing? The atom0 
Nixon deployed uncertainty as a 
powerful tactical weapon. 
Nixon’s performance is especially 
impressive, given the comparative 
weakness of his hand. He has been 
trying to end the war in a way that 
would not sell out the millions of South 
Vietnamese who clearly do not want to 
come under Communist rule, yet he 
has been limited in his options by the 
war-weariness of the Congress and of 
much of the public. He has, however, 
been an extremely tough negotiator. 
He said long before the election that he 
was setting no deadline (a la Mendes- 
France in 19541 for a settlement. He 
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has been willing to wait and wait, 
taking all domestic and foreign heat, 
waiting until the terms were right. The 
one real break he got was the decision 
of the Democrats to nominate a non­ 
candidate in 1972, thus assuring him of 
re-election whatever happened in 
Vietnam. But the crucial thing to 
notice about the much-decried bom­ 
bing is its timing, which tells us much 
about Nixon. 
I .ast October, Henry Kissinger and 
lie Due 'rho hammered out the broad 
outlines of a settlement. But as in­ 
terpreted by Hanoi in the negotiations 
ending December 18. some of the 
crucial 
provisions 
meant 
the 
following: I) The international cease­ 
fire inspection team was to be merely 
a token unit of 250 men, lacking both 
mobility and communications. This 
was a derisory interpretation of the 
"broad agreement.” 2) There was no 
recognition of the de facto and indeed 
de jure division of Vietnam along the 
17th Parallel. 
Nixon’s 
bombing 
began 
on 
December 18, just hours after I>e Due 
Tho arrived back in Hanoi to report on 
the failure to reach an agreement with 
Kissinger. 
It 
began 
peremptorily, 
without any preliminary softening up 
of the heavy air defenses. And it went 
on, Hanoi bearing the full brunt, until 
the appropriate signals were received. 
There is one nice small irony here. 
Henry Kissinger, rn his scholarly 
writings, 
has 
been 
one 
of 
the 
theoreticians 
of 
"gradual 
escalation” —the technique of building 
up your assertion of force until the 
enemy breaks and negotiates. 


Nixon operated on a different theory, 
that shock power can have a more 
decisive psychological effect. 
The bombing must have impressed 
l>e Due Tho and his colleagues, for, on 
January 8, he led the parade to the 
current and successful negotiations, 
which ratified Nixon’s interpretation 
of those first broad agreements. We 
are to have a genuine inspection force; 
the existence of the DMZ is recognized. 
And, for good measure, the bombing- 
plus the existence of U.S. planes in 
Thailand and elsewhere in the area- 
must be taken into account by Hanoi in 
any of its future calculations. 
The world being what it is, there is 
great reassurance in 
having a 
President capable of dealing with the 
realities skillfully and with dispatch.

I constantly read that attacks of 
heartburn in men past 50 may actually 
indicate some form of heart disease. I 
am 56. 
When I get an attack in the middle of 
the night both my wife and I become 
terrified. 
Is there really a relationship be­ 
tween heartburn and heart attacks? 
Mr P .O N..Calif. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
I gather from your letter that there 
is a great deal of anxiety — and con­ 
fusion — about the problem you 
describe. 
I have never been aware that any 
writers 
suggest 
such 
a 
close 
relationship between heartburn and 
heart disease. 
Perhaps you are conf us mg the very 
same suggestion that repeated attacks 
of indigestion may be overlooked when 
in reality some other condition is 
present. 
Indigestion actually is a symptom 
complex which includes heartburn 
among others. Other symptoms ot 
indigestion would be a sense of 
fullness, a desire to belch, a feeling of 
abdominal distension, and even ab­ 
dominal pain. One or more of these 
symptoms may indicate some disorder 
of the stomach and the intestinal tract 
totally unrelated to the heart. 
It is true that some severe attacks of 
indigestion have later been found to be 
due to an early heart disorder. It is for 
this reason that all people who suffer 
from the distress of indigestion, 
especially people past the age of 40, 
should indulge themselves with a 
complete, 
general 
physical 
examination. 
In most instances, the heart is not 
the offender. But when repeated at­ 
tacks of indigestion occur the heart 
can be ruled out as the cause of heart 
function test, blood studies, and by 
electrocardiograms.

For the 
sake of that infant, isn’t it worth the 
effort0 And for the sake of Circleville, 
should such unsanity conditions Im* 
allowed to exist0 Isn’t it the landlords 
and taxpayers duty to act on these 
situations?

This burn­ 
ing sensation has been considered the 
result of stomach acids finding their 
way into the esophagus. 
It is interesting that heartburn, 
known as “ pyrosis,” can be caused by 
other conditions besides “ excess 
acidity.” It is for this reason that 
frequent attacks of heartburn, whether 
alone or in combination with other 
symptoms, deserves intensive study of 
Hie esophagus, the stomach and the 
entire intestinal tract. 
C oncern and anxiety about a con­ 
dition has never been known to 
eliminate it. The fact so many people 
feel better in the morning after a 
mghtime seizure of indigestion or 
heartburn keeps them from consulting 
their physician. 
This is poor judgment. 


Atom Plant 
Leak Danger 
Discounted 


JACKSON, Mich. (AP) - A Con­ 
sumers Power Co. spokesman says 
opponents of nuclear power have 
seized on what he called a minor 
technical problem at the Palisades 
Nuclear Plant to frighten the public. 
Russell C. Youndahl, senior vice 
president for electric operations, 
denied a leak in the cooling system at 
the plant two weeks ago let radioactive 
water seep into I .ake Michigan. 
Youndahl’s remarks apparently 
contradicted an Atomic Energy 
Commission 
spokesman 
in 
Washington, who said Friday that 
some radioactive water did get into the 
lake. 
The AEC described the amount as 
“ extremely sm all” and said the 
danger was “ practically nil.” The 
plant was closed Jan. 16, and officials 
said it would restart in several weeks 
after the leakage is corrected and tests 
are completed. 
In commenting on weekend reports 
quoting a Chicago attorney active in 
suits against nuclear plants, Youndahl 
declared: 
It is regrettable that opponents of 
nuclear power . . . have seized on a 
minor technical problem at the 
Palisades plant to frighten tin* public.” 
Youndahl said the leak was reported 
to the AEC. 
“There has not been nor is there now 
the slightest danger to plant personnel 
or the public,” he said.

Food Columnist Prefers 


Kitchen To Courtroom 


By TOM HOGE

A handsome young Peruvian, who 
set out to be a lawyer but preferred the 
kitchen to the courtroom, has become 
a celebrity in the world of cookery. 
Felipe Kojas-lxmibardi, 25-year-old 
food columnist, lecturer, cookbook 
author and culinary teacher, has been 
hailed by such established liminaries 
as Julia Childe and James Beard, with 
whom he is associated. 
“ He’s the greatest natural cook for 
his age 
I’ver ever met,” Beard 
recently said of his young collogue who 
already has two cookbooks under his 
belt. 
Felipe became interested in looking 
when he was hardly old enough to 
walk. He used to sit in the big family 
kitchen and watch with fascination as 
the chef prepared elaborate dinners 
for his father, who was the head of an 
import-export house and entertained 
on a lavish scale. 
At the age of 5 Felipe notified his 
parents that he intended to become a 
chef in his own right. They brushed it 
aside as a childish fantasy but when he 
kept drumming at the theme, he was 
finally told he could work as an 
assistant to the family cook, provided 
-it did not interfere with his schoolwork. 
At the age of 8, Felipe was turning 
out a dazzling assortment of soups, 
salads, roasts and pastries. Four years 
later, the chef told his parents that 
Felipe* was qualified to work as a 
professional cook. 
Felipe bowed to paternal pressure, 
however, ami embarked on a law 
career. But by the time he was in his 
third year at law school, his father died 
and Felipe felt he could return to his 
culinary endeavors. 
When he was 21, Felipe traveled to 
New York and bagan apprenticeship 
under noted cooking experts. Soon he 
was lecturing in schools and made a 
discovery. Nutritional deficiency, he 
found, was not limited to poor children. 
It also applied to offspring of the af­ 
fluent. 
Felipe’s interest in the young and 
their diets prompted him to turn out 
the "Everyone Can Cook Book” which 
was aimed at teen-agers and young 
adults. It contained more than 200 
recipes, and served in effect as a 
simplified guide to gourmet cooking. 
Several months ago Felipe came 
forth with his second book, called the 
“ A to Z No-Cook Cookbook.” Which is 
precisely what it is. Intended for 
youngsters of 5 to ll, it contains 52 
recipes for salads, sandwiches, 
desserts and other dishes that require 
no cooking. It should delight nervous 


parents since the rccqies do not call for 
hot stoves, boiling water, sharp knives 
or other culinary hazards. 
Some of the recipes are of interest to 
adults as well as small fry. Take the 
Blue Danube Dip” which would add 
zest to any cocktail party. 
2 tablespoons blue cheese 
2 medium onions diced 
4 ounces mayonnaise 
12 ounces sour cream 
I teaspoon freshly ground black 
pepper 
In a bowl mash cheese, then mix 
with sour cream ami mayonnaise. Add 
onions and pepper. Mix well.

Cincinnati Bengals face the National 
Football league college draft today 
like a KP at the officers mess—hoping 
to make the best of what’s left over 
The Bengals, with an 8-6 record, will 
alternate with Kansas City and 
Baltimore, picking from 15th, 16th and 
17th positioas. The teams with poorer 
records pick ahead of them...that is, 
unless the Bengals make a trade for a 
lower drafting position. Trades are 
permitted during the draft. 
Coach and General Manager Paul 
Brown figures “ by the time it gets 
down to our turn. the list could be 
pretty lean.” The list, according to 


Brown, has "IO or 12 or 14 blue chip­ 
pers. 
But, he speculated, “ then again, we 
could get lucky.” 
Cincinnati went 
for defensive 
players in 1972 and came out with 
plums like defensive end Sherman 
White and safety Tommy Casanova. 
But Brown has made it known he is 
looking for running backs, receivers 
and maybe some help in the offensive 
lint'. 
The 1972 Bengals defensive unit 
developed into one of pro football’s 
toughest, but the offense was sluggish. 
Brown conceded that his staff had 
made a number of contacts with other 


teams considering the possibility of 
trades for draft choices. 
“ We’ve been playing around with 
that kind of thinking for a week,” hi' 
siiid, “ and we’ve made a lot of 
telephone calls.” 
So far, 
nothing has 
(k’velopcd, 
Brown said, “ but you never know w hen 
someone might decide to nibble.’’ 
He said a lot of clubs like “ to sleep 
on something like that ’’ before coming 
to a decision. 
The Bengals will, like other teams, 
operate from their office here by 
telephone to all other clubs during the 
draft. The draft is coordinated in New 
York at the NFL office.

Saddled, as it were, with the decision

NEW YORK (A P) - Next 


April, 
an 
independent 


television news agency hopes 
to begin servicing stations in 
the U.S. with a daily hour of 
news — without an an­ 
chorman and without com­ 
mercials. 
Heresy? Not really. The 


service is being offered as a 
supplement to local TV news 
operations, providing filmed 
news and sports reports the 
stations can include in their 
own newscasts. 
The agency is TVN, Inc., 


temporarily based here and 
so new — it was incorporated 
Jan. ll — that its executives 
haven’t yet decided where to 
set 
up their 
permanent 


corporate 
headquarters. 


They say it will probably be 
located in New York. 
They plan to set up fully 


staffed news bureaus here 
and 
in Washington, 
D.C., 


Chicago and Ix>s Angeles to 
start with, and may establish 
sther domestic bureaus if 
things go well. 
The company will collect 


and send out their reports by 
leased lines for taping by 
client stations. The major 
networks feed their regular 
evening news broadcasts to 
stations the same way. 
TVN officials say the com­ 
pany will offer international 
as well as national news, 
getting its overseas film 
stories from Visnews, Inc., a 
London-based 
TV 
news 


cooperative. 
Visnews, 
which owns a 


small percentage of TVN, is a 
nonprofit trust owned jointly 
by the British Broadcasting 
Corp.,
